Inaccurate stories have 
appeared in the Hatchet. The elec- 
tions had to be postponed at the 
last minute. There haMi’t been any 
meetings of the executive council 
called to help the president In car- 
rying out the necessary adminis- 
trative business of Congress. (If 
there has been such a meeting, then 
I wasn’t notified of it.) Adequate 
notice of meetings has not been 
given tb the students. As a result, 
no one was shre when anything was 
to go off. I admit, I don’t know 
who is to blame for those blunders 
— but I do know that those mis- 
takes are dealing the (Congress its 
death blow. 

It is a shame for your sake, Ed- 
gar, and for the sake of Congress 
that the meeting last Tuesday night 
was not postponed to a future date. 
As it was, you were elected by about 
one-fifth of the total membership of 
1(X) scats, supposedly to represent 
the five-fifths of Congress in days 
ta come. - ' , 

If the students had been given 
adequate notice of the meeting, 
the 100 seats would have been 
filled, and there isn't a doObt in my 
mind that you would have gotten at 
least 75 votes on the first ballot. I 
don’t see where you would have had 
any opposition at all. ' I know If I 
would have been at that meeting. I 
wouldn’t have allowed my name to 
have been presented for the presi- 
dency. It was presented, as you- 
know; without my knowledge and 
without my consent. In fact, I 
didn't even know there was going 
to be a meeting until I went to 
class that night. 

I honestly 'believe that election 
meeting was an unconstitutional 
meeting because only the Executive 
Council has the power to set the 
date of the meetings. That proce- 
dure was not followed. It was the 
most confused meeting ever held on 
the campus. Very few students 
(and I do mean a very few) had 
more than a day's notice of the 
meeting. And fifteen minutes be- 
fore the meeting, it was not known 
whether or not the meeting would 
be held. 

Since the first meeting of Con- 
gress means so much in getting 
Congress started in the right direc- 
tion. I am going to appeal to you. 
Edgar, in behalf of Congress, to call 
a meeting of the Executive Council 
and to ask the Executive Council 
to revoke the elections held last 
Tuesday on Constitutional grounds 
and recommend that the elections 
be held before the first legislative 
session. If you will do this, Edgar, 
you will gain the trust and confi- 
dence of every member of Congress 
— every member will admire and re- 
spect you all the more for It, and 
Congress as a whole will know that 
its ’^Prealdent-to-bb-elected” is not 
only one who preaches “fair play’’, 
but also, one who .practices It. As 
for myself, if you will do this, I 
pledge my wholehearted support for 
your candidacy.

We will support, in^ 
stead, a minor party ticket of Mrl 
Rynerson. of the Social Democratic 
party, and Miss Hackstaff, of the 
Farmer-Labor party, for president 
and a^retary. We have made no 
agreements with these minor par- 
ties. They will probably be as sur- 
prised at our stand as we at first 
were.

Tate Says Bellows 
Implies Omnisicence 

To Mr. Everett Bellows, via the 

Editors of 'The Hatchet; 

In a letter published recently in 
The Hatchet, you stated that I had 
missed the implications in the po- 
litical inactivity of the Onler. You 
implied that when one becomes in- 
terested in the problems of our day, 
one necessarily becomes a radical. 
It seems to me that you credit your 
group with the single correct in- 
sight. You say that in radicalism 
alone ij the solution to these prob- 
lems. You and your group, accord- 
ing to you and your group, are 
omniscient; and we who oppose you 
are utterly blind. 

I disagree. Why, I will attempt 
to show below. 

You furthermore objected to my 
not stating my conception of radi- 
calism. You are evidently of the 
opinion 1p|y space for each 

column is unlimited. It Isn't. I am 
permitted to write, not a treatise, 
but 500^00 words each week. My 
column that week was already over- 
length. 

However, if I had io define radi- 
calism briefly. I should do it as fol- 
lows: While agreeing on the whole 
with you and other radicals as to 
the faults of our system— hunger, 
economic ' insecurity, and a fairly 
empty existence for some portion of 
our citizens (These conditions are 
not. however, unique with our sys- 
tem)—. I do not condemn the svt* 
tern itself; I. and those of my opin- 
ion, believe in reform, not destruc- 
tion. of this system. 

We feel that; (1) the form of gov- 
ernment. as now Instituted, permits 
free expression and free develop- 
ment (not stat^-directed expression 
and development) of the Individual, 
and hence the optimum of Intellect- 
ual and spiritual advance; (2) pri- 
vate enterprise and the large 
private holdings of property should 
be limited not at all in amonnt, and 
prohibited in use only from definite- 
ly and anti-social abuses; since it is 
through their development of our 
economic state that we will achieve 
the optimum of material advantages 
for the people as a whole. (That is. 
we feel that the state makes a 
bungling and unoriginal enter- 
preneur and is unable to procure 
the scientific and Industrial ad- 
vances of private individuals.) Fur- 
thermore, we feel that in destruc- 
tion of our system and substitutiqn 
of yours, there is little practical 
certainty of even a temporary aJi 
leviation of the evils In our present 
society. 

This is somewhat crudely stated, 
but the general outlines of my 
stand are indicated. Tour stand. Mr. 
Bellows, I take to be very much like 
that of a physician who shoots a 
patient to cure a sore throat. 

Let me point out that criticism 
is not only discouraged in the 
d;t;qam-sUte of you and your (fleTfds, 
buf suppressed ; and oft^n ^he 
cfitics with It. Beware of tilling 
for the destruction of ouf present 
social structure. Mr. Bellows, for I 
fear should you triumph, that you. 
as an articulate critic, would toon 
be made inarticulate.

degree ot enthusiasm for It among 
the members.

But furthermore, this Pre-Legal 
Society appears to have a serious 
interest In preventing two ' of the 
major defects of undergraduate 
clubs: deadhead le'kdership. and po- 
lilicaf conlrpk This is especially re- 
markable for a bunch who Intend 
to attend shyster-factories. 

Ona evidence of their attempt to 
avoid these evils is the provision 
of their constitution about elections. 
They have a new election every 
quarter. Naturally, this means thgt 
the officers will try to be pretty 
conscientious; or else. It also means 
that many of the dilettante honor- 
holders won't seek office in this or- 
ganization because It means work. 
These frequent elections also have 
the effect of keeping up the inter- 
est of the members. 

An interesting point is that rh« 
Pre-Legal Society nearly refused to 
accept O D K points; since there is 
a feeling that sometimes men seek 
posts with O D K points; not to 
help the organization but for their 
personal ends. 

These experiments in organiza- 
tion and adhntnistration might well 
be studied and imitated. Even 
worthier of emulation, probably, is 
the Interest and enthusiasm of the 
President and members of the Pre- 
Legal Society.

Rivalry, however, too often bears with it a misleading 
conception. Rivalry^as we wish it is school spirit at its 
heights, enthusiasm. of the greatest kind, yet a friendli- 
ness that is not dampened or disturbed whether we win 
or lose. Rivalry as it should not be is enthusiasm in its 
hoodlum aspects. ‘The University will stand behind ri- 
valry of the first type% • But if rivalry turns into vandal- 
istic, destructive anticS| ithc University will take stern 
Bction. 

We do, however, want to w:in. A victory in^this con- 
test would mean more to the University than any this 
year. The Colonials hhvc shown that they have men of 
ability making up the team. The Manhattan game and 
the West Virginia^ game were proof enough. .It is con- 
sistency that they lack. And it it consistency that George- 
town has. No matter how you may explain our lack of 
it — no matter how many injuries to University players 
we can count up on our fingers — the clement of psychol* 
ogy is a predominant clement, an clement that may turn 
the tide of victory. A defeatist attitude is not the attitude 
to take, for either ^thc team or the students. Confidence 
now more than ever will. sec us through, and make up for 
all ^arm that injuries and past discouragiog ventures 
may cause. Emil Couc may be passe, but at this point 
wc might adc^t his philosophy until we can put enough 
fight in the Georgetown game to win. The team can 
win; they will win if all students cooperate in the Couc 
crusade.

Dr. Elmer Louis Kayser Is no ex- 
ception. He Is known as Dean of 
University Students and University 
Marshall. There is no question of 
what his first title means, for 
everyone knows what a dean Is and 
university atudents are fairly com- 
mon— but what Is a University 
Marshall? 

A Unlveralty Marshall holds an 
Important post. He Is responsible 
for the arrangement and orderly 
procedure of all public ^castons at 
which he presides. At tKe February 
Convocation, Baccalaureate, Serv- 
ice Claas Night, and Commenct- 
mant. Dr. Kayser must see that 
customs are followed, that degrees 
art awarded according to a tradi- 
tional formula. With the help of 
the Committee on Public Ceremon- 
ies and AssembUes, he chooses 
speakers and plans programs. 

Dr. Kayser has long conducted 
convocations of the University with 
dignity and precision. As a Junior 
and Senior at this university he 
was Undergraduate Marshall. In 
1917, a year after his graduation, he 
began teaching at the University, 
and in 1918 became Secretary of the 
University, which post he held un- 
til 1929. His duties as Secretary In- 
cluded those of the University 
Marshall. In 1929 he became Uni- 
versity Marshall and has held that 
title ever since.
